Four  out  of  the  five  people 
indicted  by  a  Harrison  County 
grand  jury  on  Tuesday  face 
charges  related  to  heroin. 

Thirty-one-year-old  Joshua 
Sexton  was  indicted  on  five 
counts,  including  importing 
heroin,  as  reported  at  the  time 
of  his  arrest. 

According  to  the  indict¬ 
ment,  Sexton  brough  heroin 


into  Kentucky  from  Ohio  on 
May  27  with  the  intent  to  dis¬ 
tribute  the  drug. 

Sexton  is  also  charged  with 
first-degree  trafficking  in  a 
controlled  substance  (heroin), 
two  or  more  grams,  posses¬ 
sion  of  drug  paraphernalia, 
operating  motor  vehicle  while 
under  the  influence  (first 
offense),  and  first-degree  per¬ 
sistent  felony  offender. 


No  bond  amount  was  listed 
on  the  indictment. 

James  Lee  Peak  Jr.,  27,  faces 
three  counts  of  drug  charges. 

He  was  indicted  on  charges 
of  first-degree  possession 
of  a  controlled  substance 
(heroin),  third  or  subsequent 
offense,  first-degree  posses¬ 
sion  of  a  controlled  substance 
(Fentanyl),  third  or  subse¬ 
quent  offense,  and  possession 


of  drug  paraphernalia. 

His  bond  is  set  at  $5,000. 

Jackie  Barnett,  33,  faces 
four  counts  of  drug  charges 
in  one  indictment  as  well 
as  flagrant  non-support  and 
first-degree  persistent  felony 
offender  in  a  second  indict¬ 
ment. 

Barnett  is  charged  with 
first-degree  possession  of  a

Steven  Hill 
sentenced 
to  18  years 
for  rape 
of  child

Steven  D.  Hill,  45,  who 
changed 
his  plea 
to  guilty 
on  sex 
charges 
that  he 
violated 
a  victim 
under 
12  years 
old, 

was  sen¬ 
tenced  in 
Harrison  Circuit  Court  on 
Tuesday. 

Hill  was  sentenced  to  18 
years  in  prison  to  run  con¬ 
current  with  a  failure  to 
comply  with  sex  offender 
registry.  His  18  years  will 
also  run  consecutively  with 
his  sentence  in  Florida  on 
unrelated  charges. 

Hill  initially  entered  not 
guilty  pleas  to  charges  of 
first-degree  rape,  victim 
under  12;  three  counts  of 
first-degree  sexual  abuse, 
victim  under  12;  and  first- 
degree  persistent  felony 
offender. 

Hill’s  request  for  proba¬ 
tion  was  denied. 

He  was  also  ordered  to 
have  no  contact  with  the 
victim  or  the  victim’s  prop¬ 
erty. 

Hill  has  been  in  the 
Bourbon  County  Jail  since 
his  arrested  on  Aug.  24, 

2014. 

The  original  indictment 
stated  that  Hill  had  sexual 
intercourse  with  the  child 
who  was  incapable  of  con¬ 
sent  due  to  her  age. 

The  same  child  was  the 
victim  in  each  of  Hill’s 
charges.

Adora  and  Aiden  McKinney

Last  Christmas,  while  most 
people  were  enjoying  being 
together  with  family,  the 
McKinneys  were  finding  out 
what  it’s  like  to  be  under  quar¬ 
antine. 

James  and  Adora  McKinney’s 
5-year-old  son,  Aiden,  was  diag¬ 
nosed  with  Pre  B  Cell  Acute 
Lymphoblastic  Leukemia  on 
Dec.  1,  2014. 

Adora  said  in  late  November 
Aiden  had  what  was  believed 
to  be  a  virus.  His  doctor  said 
it  would  just  have  to  run  its 
course. 

The  next  week  he  was  better. 
So  much  so  that  he  was  taken 
for  his  flu  shot.  In  the  following 
days,  Aiden  came  down  with  a 
fever.  His  face  was  pale  and  he 
had  dark  circles  under  his  eyes. 

However,,  the  real  scare  came 
the  night  before  Thanksgiving. 
Aiden  was  taking  a  bath  and 


backed  into  the  faucet. 

“He  didn’t  hit  it  hard,”  Adora 
said. 

However,  he  immediately 
developed  a  deep  bruise. 

Adora  showed  her  mother 
Aiden’s  bruise.  Tammy  Eversole 
suggested  that  her  grandson  be 
taken  to  the  doctor. 

Following  the  holiday  week¬ 
end,  Adora  took  Aiden  to  see  Dr. 
Stephen  Besson,  who  sent  him 
immediately  to  the  University  of 
Kentucky  Children’s  Hospital. 

“He  said  the  doctors  would  be 
waiting  on  us,”  Adora  remem¬ 
bers. 

Lab  results  from  UK  and 
Harrison  Memorial  Hospital 
confirmed  that  Aiden  had  leu¬ 
kemia. 

Since  then,  he  has  had  multi¬ 
ple  chemo  treatments,  and  blood 
and  platelet  transfusions.  He 
had  a  port  put  in  his  chest  for

the  chemo  delivery. 

“The  first  couple  of 
months  were  hard  for  us 
as  a  family,”  Adora  said. 
James  would  stay  home 
with  the  couple’s  other 
two  children,  Shannon 
Yazell,  13,  and  Edward 
McKinney,  2,  while 
Adora  went  with  Aiden. 

Adora  said  she  was 
very  angry  about  the 
disease.  It  was  also  dif¬ 
ficult  to  keep  a  cheerful 
attitude  as  Christmas 
drew  near. 

After  the  first  eight 
days  at  Children’s 
Hospital,  Adora  and 
Aiden  returned  to  their 
home  on  Dutch  Chapel 
Road. 

In  an  effort  to  ward  off 
any  germs  that  might 
affect  Aiden’s  fragile 
health,  the  McKinney’s 
isolated  themselves. 

“We  figured  out  how 
to  enjoy  Christmas  a  lit¬ 
tle,”  Adora  said,  noting 
that  Aiden  is  a  typical 
boy  who  did  not  let  the 
chemo  treatments  slow 
him  down. 

Now,  seven  months 
into  Aiden’s  treatments, 
the  constant  driv¬ 
ing  back  and  forth  to 
Lexington  has  created  a 
financial  drain.

Yank  out  welcome  mat  to  hate  groups 
by  giving  new  name  to  bridge 


Not  long  ago,  the  Klu  Klux  Klan  visited 
Cynthiana.  Mayor  James  Smith,  County  Judge 
Executive  Alex  Barnett  and  others  did  the 
right  thing  and  sent  them  packing.  But  they 
will  be  back;  and  they’ll  keep  coming  back 
until  our  community’s  “Welcome”  mat  is  gone. 

The  mat  I  am  referring  to  is  the  memo¬ 
rial  bridge  named  after  John  Hunt  Morgan. 
General  Morgan  was  a  traitor  to  the  United 
States  of  America. 

He  took  up  arms  against  it  to  save  the 
institution  of  slavery.  In  his  second  raid  on 
Cynthiana  (1864),  General  Morgan  burned  the 
town  and  killed  many  of  its  defenders,  includ¬ 
ing,  no  doubt,  citizens.  This  is  the  man  for 
whom  the  entrance  bridge  into  our  commu¬ 
nity  is  named? 

General  Morgan  felt  that  black  people  were 
inferior  to  white  people  and  should  be  the 
property  of  their  superiors;  he  betrayed  his 
country  to  fight  for  that  principle.  Yet  not  far 
from  his  bridge  are  the  graves  of  “Buffalo 
Soldiers”  -  African-Americans  who,  after  gain¬ 
ing  their  independence  become  soldiers  to 
help  safeguard  our  nation. 

Their  sacrifice  is  what  should  be  remem¬ 
bered.  So  should  the  sacrifice  of  the  other 
Americans  buried  in  Cherry  Grove  Cemetery, 
many  of  them  veterans  of  other  wars,  their 
lives  must  also  be  honored. 

Indeed,  we  in  Harrison  County  owe  a  much 
greater  debt  of  gratitude  to  veterans  of  all  col¬ 
ors  -  patriots  all  -  than  we  do  General  Morgan. 
Let’s  change  the  name  of  the  Morgan  Bridge. 

Let  us  no  longer  encourage  the  remem¬ 
brance  of  the  Confederate  cause. 

Let  us  no  longer  “invite”  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  to 
town  because  the  name  of  our  bridge  encour¬ 
ages  their  expectation  that  Cynthiana  is  home 
to  people  who  are  sympathetic  to  their  hatreds. 

Let  us  rename  the  bridge  and  take  up  our 
welcome  mat. 

Indeed,  let  us  rename  the  bridge  for  a  man 
of  science,  a  Kentuckian  whose  scientific  stud¬ 
ies  and  life’s  work  as  an  educator  led  him  to 
be  named  a  Nobel  laureate:  Thomas  Hunt 
Morgan! 

Dr.  Morgan,  nephew  of  John  Hunt  Morgan, 
was  born  after  the  Civil  War  (1866)  in 


Lexington  and  received  his  undergraduate 
and  masters  degrees  from  the  University  of 
Kentucky;  eventually  he  received  a  PhD  from 
Johns  Hopkins.  He  won  the  Nobel  Prize  in  1933 
for  his  work  to  discover  the  role  chromosomes 
play  in  heredity.  But  his  influence  is  far  wider 
than  that;  his  ideas  and  work  quite  literally 
created  the  modern  field  of  biology,  a  fact  rec¬ 
ognized  by  UK  when,  in  1966,  it  renamed  the 
biological  sciences  building  in  his  honor. 

Though  the  name  Thomas  Hunt  Morgan 
may  be  strikingly  close  to  that  of  his  trai¬ 
torous  uncle,  the  accomplishments  of  Dr. 
Morgan’s  career  are  ones  that  positively  affect 
us  all,  regardless  of  our  skin  color,  ethnicity 
or  heritage. 

Likewise,  his  accomplishments  are  ones  we 
can  and  should  be  proud  of  both  now  and  into 
the  far  distant  future. 

Let  us  take  down  the  plaque  that  commem¬ 
orates  General  Morgan’s  raid-donate  it  to 
the  local  museum  -  and  replace  it  with  a 
plaque  that  remembers  the  accomplishments 
of  Professor  Morgan  instead. 

Let  our  young  people  be  inspired  by  Thomas 
Hunt  Morgan’s  Nobel  Prize  and  his  other 
accomplishments. 

Let  his  plaque  perhaps  put  in  their  hearts 
the  desire  to  serve  and  educate,  and  not  the 
idea  that  some  portion  of  humanity  should 
serve  them,  compelled  by  the  cruelty  of  a  whip. 

Let  our  Cynthiana  and  Harrison  County  be 
a  “land  of  the  free  and  the  home  of  the  brave” 
not  one  whose  bridge  encourages  members 
of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  to  seek  members  here 
along  with  “blood  on  the  leaves  and  blood  at 
the  root.” 

The  Civil  War  is  past.  Let  us  look  to  the 
future.  Indeed,  let  all  who  come  to  Cynthiana 
seek  out  the  greatness  of  those  who  live  here 
instead  of  seeing  a  memorial  bridge  to  a  gen¬ 
eral  who  betrayed  his  country  and  set  fire  to 
our  community.

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Slade  opens  Abstract  Distractions 
to  share  her  art  sanctuary

Cynthiana  resident  Shelley  Slade 
says  art  is  a  wonderful  thing.  It’s 
soothing,  it  lets  people  forget  their 
worries  for  a  while,  and  it’s  something 
everybody  can  do. 

It  seems  that  many  in  Cynthiana 
agree. 

Slade  started  offering  “Paint 
Paloozas”  last  December.  And  she’s 
been  busy  ever  since. 

Slade  opened  Abstract  Distractions 
on  Main  Street  just  under  a  month 
ago,  and  is  using  the  studio  to  carry 
on  her  painting  classes — sometimes 
one  a  week,  sometimes  as  many  as  five 
a  week — that  used  to  be  held  at  Rohs 
Opera  House.  Slade  and  her  husband 
Roger  Slade  own  the  opera  house. 

The  paloozas  have  been  really  popu¬ 
lar  from  the  beginning,  Slade  said. 

She  advertised  the  first  class  on 
Facebook,  and  sold  out  spots  in  two 
days,  she  said. 

She  said  she’s  put  on  about  60  paloo¬ 
zas  since  she  began  last  December. 

The  classes  are  really  fun,  Slade 
said.  Students  in  each  class  all  paint 
the  same  picture. 

But  that  doesn’t  mean  they  leave 
with  the  same  thing. 

“What’s  cool  about  it  is  they  all  look 
a  little  different,”  Slade  said. 

Each  person  gives  his  or  her  own 
style  to  the  painting. 

But  one  thing  students  have  in  com¬ 
mon  is  that  they  all  leave  with  some¬ 
thing  they  can  be  proud  of,  Slade  said. 
She  said  any  mistakes  are  easily  recti¬ 
fied;  after  all,  it’s  only  paint. 

“There’s  nothing  that  can’t  be 
fixed,”  she  said. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  Paint 
Paloozas,  Slade  also  holds  Date  Night 
Paloozas,  in  which  couples  paint  a  pic¬ 
ture  together.  Sometimes  each  person 
paints  the  same  picture,  but  some¬ 
times  each  couple  creates  one  picture 
using  two  or  more  canvases  that  go 
together. 

The  Date  Night  classes  have  been 
very  well  attended,  Slade  said. 

Slade  said  one  reason  for  opening 
her  shop  was  so  that  the  paloozas 
would  have  their  own  spot. 

She  had  been  holding  the  classes 
upstairs  at  the  opera  house.  When  the 
classes  proved  so  popular,  she  ended 
up  tying  the  space  up  a  lot  of  the  time, 
Slade  said. 

“It  just  needed  its  own  place,”  she 
said. 

She  then  decided  to  use  half  of  her 
new  space  for  a  gift  shop,  where  she 
sells  items  made  by  local  crafts  people 
and  artisans. 

Items  at  the  shop  include  soaps 


from  EB’s  Naturals,  Country  Candles, 
furniture  from  Country  Coastal,  and 
items  made  by  a  local  woodworker. 
Local  jewelry  makers,  and  glass  and 
metal  workers  also  have  items  at  the 
shop. 

The  shop  also  carries  paintings  by 
local  artists,  including  Herby  Moore 
and  Otis  Tussey.  Slade  also  sells  some 
of  the  paintings  she  does  at  the  paloo¬ 
zas.  She  also  paints  wooden  items 
made  by  her  husband  and  offers  those 
for  sale. 

She  said  customers  can  find  unique 
gift  items  at  the  shop,  and  that  many 
of  the  items  can  be  personalized. 

Slade,  who  teaches  third  grade  at 
Eastside  Elementary,  said  she  has 
always  loved  art. 

Her  grandmother  and  mother  both 
painted. 

“To  me  it’s  like  an  escape,”  she  said. 
“I  can  forget  about  all  the  responsibili¬ 
ties  I  have  for  a  little  while.” 

Slade  said  she  loves  to  have  quiet 
time  to  paint,  and  would  like  for  oth¬ 
ers  to  have  that  opportunity,  which  is 
why  on  Wednesdays  she  offers  open 
studio. 

During  open  studio,  customers  can 
come  in  and  use  the  studio  and  sup¬ 
plies  to  paint  on  their  own,  Slade  said. 

“It’s  a  little  more  private,”  she  said. 
“They  can  come  and  take  their  time 
and  do  whatever  they  want.” 

Slade  said  she  plans  to  add  other 
types  of  art  classes  in  the  future,  such 
as  wreath-making  and  crocheting. 

Slade  has  always  tried  to  include  art 
in  many  of  her  lessons  with  students. 

“Students  might  struggle  with  math 
or  other  things,  but  anybody  can  do 
art,”  she  said.  “There’s  some  kind  of 
art  that  everybody  can  do.” 

She  said  many  kids  have  attended 
the  paloozas,  which  she’s  glad  about. 

“It  gives  them  something  to  do  over 
the  summer,”  she  said. 

Abstract  Distractions  is  located  at 
120  Main  St.  Its  summer  hours  are 
Wednesday  through  Friday  from  10 
a.m.  to  5  p.m.  and  Saturday  from  10 
a.m.  to  3  p.m.  It  also  will  be  open  dur¬ 
ing  events  such  as  the  Cynthiana  Rod 
Run  and  Taste  of  Harrison  County, 
and  the  concert  series  put  on  by  the 
Cynthiana/Harrison  County  Chamber 
of  Commerce. 

Slade  said  she  isn’t  sure  yet  what 
the  shop’s  hours  will  be  once  school 
starts. 

The  next  palooza  is  scheduled  for 
July  14  at  10  a.m.  The  painting  is 
called  “Primitive  Angel.”

Hyatt  trial  dates  set  for  Oct.  29, 30

A  new  trial  date  has 
been  set  for  the  former 
Harrison  County  educa¬ 
tor  charged  with  four 
counts  of  first-degree 
sexual  abuse.

The  final  pretrial  confer¬ 
ence  will  be  Oct.  6.

Harrison  County 
school  board  members 
voted  unanimously  to 
do  away  with  Kids’  Club 
and  New  Beginnings 
Day  Care  at  a  special 
meeting  last  Thursday. 

“We  thank  you 
for  looking  at  other 
options,”  said  Kristy 
Carey,  board  chair.  “We 
can’t  continue  to  incur 
this  kind  of  loss.  I  am 
broken-hearted  over 
this.” 

Carey  commended  the 
parents  and  staff  for 
their  professionalism. 

Superintendent  Andy 
Dotson  presented  esti¬ 
mated  revenue  and 
expenditures  for  the 
2015-16  school  year  for 


draft  the  budget  that 
was  being  presented  to 
commissioners. 

She  told  commission¬ 
ers  that  she  is  writ¬ 
ing  a  $1  million  grant 
request  to  offset  the 
costs  incurred  with  the 
restoration.  She  said  tax 
credits  would  also  help 
with  the  finances. 

“What  you’re  run¬ 
ning  up  against  is  that 
the  fiscal  court  has 
already  voted,”  said 
Commissioner  Mark 
Mattmiller. 

Mayor  James  Smith 
said  he  walked  through 
the  house  and  found 
it  to  be  in  much  better 
shape  that  he  expected. 

“It  was  solid,”  Smith 
said. 

Williams  said  the 
county  is  looking  to  the 
city  for  its  decision.

It 
was  projected  that  New 
Beginnings  Learning 
Center  would  operate  at 
a  $32,781  deficit.  Kids’ 
Club  would  also  end  up 
in  the  red  by  $28,700. 

Dotson  also  explained 
that  the  final  numbers 
aren’t  complete  but  it 
appears  that  the  two  pro¬ 
grams  were  in  the  hole 
nearly  $58,000  this  year. 

“At  this  point,  we  can’t 


continue  to  run  at  a 
$60,000  a  year  deficit,” 
Carey  said. 

Kids’  Club,  which  is 
an  after-school  child 
care  program,  will  not 
re-open  this  fall,  accord¬ 
ing  to  David  Case,  assis¬ 
tant  superintendent. 
New  Beginnings,  which 
is  an  in-school  day 
care,  will  close  at  6  p.m. 
Friday,  July  31.

Smith  said  Community 
Action  was  unable  to 
get  anyone  qualified 
to  build  homes  on  the 
lots  and  decided  to  turn 
them  back  over  to  the 
city. 

Smith  said  the  city 
has  nine  lots  available 
for  families  who  qualify 
for  the  homes.  The  city 
donates  the  lot  and 
funds  are  set  aside  to 
cover  closing  costs  and 
down  payments. 

The  property  owner 
would  have  to  qualify 
for  a  mortgage  for  the 
rest. 

Commissioner  Jada 
Griggs  said  she  is  glad 


to  see  this  moving  for¬ 
ward  and  believes  there 
are  families  out  there 
who  are  going  to  be 
interested. 

•Heard  Police  Chief 
Ray  Johnson  ask  that 
residents  not  blow  their 
grass  clippings  into 
the  streets.  He  said  the 
grass  gets  slick  when  it 
rains  and  creates  a  driv¬ 
ing  hazard.

Pepper  blight  returns 


About  40  years  ago 
a  fungus  was  discov¬ 
ered  in  pepper  crops 
in  New  York  and  since 
it  has  spread  as  far  as 
California  and  Florida. 
It’s  in  our  midst,  as  well. 

The  fungus  in  question 
causes  phytophthora 
blight  in  peppers.  Some 
refer  to  the  sudden  wilt¬ 
ing  of  peppers  as  damp¬ 
ing  off,  phytophthora 
root  rot,  crown  rot  or 
stem  and  fruit  rot. 

Clearly  the  fungus 
impacts  the  entire  plant. 

I  had  a  problem  with 
this  blight  in  my  pepper 
patch  and  it  seems  as 
though  it  is  back! 

Phytophthora  blight 
attacks  all  parts  of 
the  plant  and  usually 
becomes  apparent  as 
the  plant  begins  to  fruit, 
mid-season,  and  when 
the  weather  becomes  hot 
and  plant  stress  increas¬ 
es. 

You  may  see  spots  on 
the  foliage  or  lesions 
on  the  stem.  Fruit  may 
develop  water-soaked 
spots  and  turn  moldy. 
The  seeds  inside  become 
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infected,  as  well,  so  do 
not  save  seed  from  infect¬ 
ed  plants... this  is  how  it 
initially  spread  across 
the  country. 

If  you  have  had  pep¬ 
per  blight  in  the  past, 
it  is  likely  that  the  fun¬ 
gus  continues  to  exist  in 
your  garden  soil. 

The  fungal  spores  can 
spread  far  and  wide  by 
wind  and  water  so  it  may 
be  difficult  to  control  in 
the  average  backyard 
garden  by  simple  crop 
rotation.  Plus,  the  fungus 
has  various  hosts  includ¬ 
ing  eggplant,  tomatoes 
and  cucurbits  (cucum¬ 
bers,  squash,  melons...). 

It  is  not  surprising  that 
the  fungus  is  back  in  my 
garden;  it  is  favored  by 
wet,  warm  weather. 


So,  what  can  we  do? 

Well,  some  cultural 
practices  can  help  but 
it  is  a  tough  disease  to 
combat.  Plant  patholo¬ 
gists  recommend  that 
we  practice  crop  rota¬ 
tion  (but  not  with  other 
host  plants);  be  sure  that 
your  soil  is  well-drained; 
plant  in  raised  beds  or 
on  a  ridge  to  maximize 
drainage;  mulch  to  avoid 
splashing  soil;  use  soak¬ 
er  hoses  when  irrigating; 
and  only  purchase  certi¬ 
fied  seed. 

I  do  have  some  peppers 
planted  in  the  kitchen 
garden  where  none  have 
been  so  I  won’t  go  pepper¬ 
less.  But  the  plants  back 
in  the  big  garden  look 
like  they  won’t  make  it. 

The  kitchen  garden  is 
well-drained,  mulched 
and  producing  peppers 
thus  far  but  the  symbiot¬ 
ic  relationship  between 
the  forces  of  nature  may 
mean  that  the  fungus 
eventually  spreads  and 
becomes  a  problem  here, 
too. 

Considering  all  the 
things  that  can  go  wrong 


in  the  garden,  I  think 
that  we  cannot  underes¬ 
timate  the  power  of  good 
cultural  practices  for  all 
of  our  crops  that  share  a 
garden  space. 

Do  it  right  from  the 
beginning,  amending  the 
soil  to  improve  drain¬ 
age  and  fertility;  if  this 
seems  impossible  then 
build  a  series  of  raised 
beds. 

Keep  the  garden  clean, 
removing  diseased 
debris  quickly  and  man¬ 
aging  the  weed-to-plant 
ratio. 

Try  to  keep  soil  mois¬ 
ture  moderated,  don’t 
over-fertilize  and  get 
mulch  down  as  early  in 
the  season  as  you  can 
manage. 

And,  if  all  else  fails, 
forego  planting  peppers 
for  a  couple  of  years 
and  keep  an  eye  on  your 
tomatoes  ...  if  they  stay 
healthy  then  maybe  the 
peppers  can  come  back 
to  the  garden.  And,  there 
is  always  the  Farmers’ 
Market.

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Welding  lab  project  on  schedule  for  start  of  year

The  new  state-of-the-art  weld¬ 
ing  lab  at  the  Harrison  County  Area 
Technology  Center  (ATC)  is  on  track 
to  be  ready  for  students  when  school 
starts  in  the  fall. 

ATC  principal  Nicki  Jones  said  the 
construction  is  on  schedule,  though 
four  new  welding  stations  likely  will 
be  added  after  the  school  year  begins. 

Eight  welding  stations  are  scheduled 
to  be  in  place  at  the  beginning  of  the 
school  year,  Jones  said. 

The  welding  center  upgrade  began 
as  a  collaborative  effort  launched  in 
the  spring  of  2013,  based  on  feedback 
from  local  and  regional  industries  that 
use  workers  specialized  in  advanced 
welding. 

Originally,  the  “welding  academy” 
was  to  be  a  new,  freestanding  build¬ 
ing  that  would  have  the  equipment 
and  space  for  courses  in  advanced 
welding  both  for  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  through  the  ATC  and  college 
students  at  Maysville  Community 
College — Licking  Valley  Campus 
(LVC),  Harrison  County  Economic 
Development  Authority  (EDA)  chair 
Frazer  LeBus  said  in  January. 

The  opportunity  for  (LVC)  to 
secure  a  $200,000  grant  from  the  Derr 
Foundation  for  the  project  prompted 
a  change  in  plans.  The  focus  went  to 


expansion  of  the  existing  welding  cen¬ 
ter  at  ATC. 

The  grant  money  could  be  used  only 
for  equipment,  LVC  executive  director 
Bruce  Florence  told  members  of  the 
EDA  last  May. 

That  grant  has  been  secured,  Jones 
said,  and  the  two  local  governments, 
the  (EDA)  and  the  Harrison  County 
School  Board  have  chipped  in  for  the 
construction  and  other  costs. 

Construction  costs  for  the  project 
total  $439,425,  and  the  final  cost  after 
adding  in  other  fees  and  costs  comes 
to  $499,425,  said  David  Case,  assistant 
superintendent  of  Harrison  County 
Schools. 

The  EDA  voted  in  January  to  donate 
$205,000  to  the  project.  The  money  had 
been  sitting  unused  in  an  account  for 
an  expired  Community  Development 
Block  Grant,  LeBus  said  in  January. 
The  EDA  received  permission  from  the 
state  to  gift  the  money  to  the  welding 
lab  project. 

The  Cynthiana  City  Commission 
provided  $80,000,  and  the  Harrison 
County  Fiscal  Court  provided  $60,000, 
Case  said. 

A  little  over  $126,000  was  paid  by  the 
school  board,  from  funds  that  were 
required  to  be  used  on  the  ATC,  Case 
said. 

Almost  $24,000  came  from  school 


board  facility  funds  that  were  left  over 
from  a  previous  project. 

Lenora  Kinney,  Workforce  Solutions 
CE/CS  coordinator  for  LVC,  said  the 
new  equipment  will  allow  for  more 
welding  options  in  the  classes  being 
offered  to  the  school’s  students,  and 


will  allow  for  more  students  in  each 
class. 

The  school  will  offer  four  different 
welding  classes  in  the  fall,  all  held  in 
the  evening. 

High  school  students  will  have  class¬ 
es  in  the  welding  center  during  the  day. 


EDA  votes  to  give  director  $3,000  annual  raise

The  Harrison  County 
Economic  Development 
Authority  (EDA)  voted 
unanimously  Thursday 
to  give  a  raise  to  director 
Garnett  Furnish. 

Furnish,  who  has  been 
in  the  post  since  July  of 
Last  year,  was  granted  a 
$3,000  raise  beginning 
Aug.  1,  which  increases 
his  annual  salary  from 
$36,000  to  $39,000  plus 
insurance,  EDA  mem¬ 
bers  said  at  the  meeting. 

Furnish’s  salary  is 
Low  compared  to  other 
EDA  directors  in  the 
state,  board  chair  Frazer 
LeBus  said.  He  said 
Furnish’s  salary  is  about 
50  to  60  percent  of  what 
most  EDA  administra¬ 
tors  earn. 

LeBus  said  Furnish 
has  more  than  earned 
the  raise. 

“I  just  felt  like 


he’s  brought  a  lot  to 
Cynthiana;  he’s  really 
done  a  good  job,”  LeBus 
said.  “I  think  he  deserved 
it.” 

LeBus  said  the  board 
has  been  able  to  sell  two 
lots  since  Furnish  took 
the  helm  as  director,  and 
that  many  more  busi¬ 
nesses  are  looking  at  the 
area. 

Furnish’s  contacts 
have  helped,  LeBus  said. 
In  efforts  to  bring  indus¬ 
try  to  Cynthiana,  the 
director  has  reached  out 
to  officials  not  only  in 
Georgetown  and  Paris, 
but  also  Tennessee. 

LeBus  added  that 
Furnish  has  been  work¬ 
ing  at  the  position  pretty 
much  full  time,  though 
the  position  is  supposed 
to  be  part-time. 

The  EDA  board  went 
into  closed  session  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  raise,  and  made 


the  vote  upon  returning 
to  open  session. 

The  EDA  also  report¬ 
ed  at  its  meeting  last 
Thursday  that  both 
the  Cynthiana  City 
Commission  and  the 
Harrison  County  Fiscal 
Court  approved  its  tenta¬ 
tive  budget  for  the  com¬ 
ing  year. 

The  budget  calls  for 
the  city  commission 
and  the  fiscal  court  to 
each  contribute  just 
over  $19,000  per  quarter 
($76,510  per  year),  which 
is  the  same  amount  the 
governments  have  been 
contributing. 

The  budget  also 
includes  income  of 
almost  $19,000  from  an 
agricultural  lease. 

Estimated  expenses 
for  the  year  include  the 


director’s  salary,  loan 
payments  and  miscel¬ 
laneous  expenses.  They 
are  estimated  to  run  just 
over  $133,000. 

Board  member 
Wayland  Quisenberry 
said  the  budget  is  only 
tentative  and  changes 
will  be  made. 

Also  on  Thursday, 
a  new  member  joined 
the  EDA  board.  Allen 
Johnson  with  Kentucky 
Bank  in  Cynthiana  was 
appointed  by  board 
member  and  Harrison 
County  Judge-Executive 
Alex  Barnett.

Phase  I  applications 
to  begin  soon 

The  Harrison  County  Ag  Development 
Board  has  applied  and  been  approved  for  the 
2015  Ag  Development  funds.  A  signed  agree¬ 
ment  has  been  sent  to  Frankfort  and  we  now 
wait  for  the  application  to  be  returned  to 
start  the  program. 

The  time  frame  is  as  follows;  two  weeks  of 
public  notification  followed  by  two  weeks  of 
producer  application  sign-ups.  Following  the 
application  period  the  applications  will  be 
scored  and  the  top  scores  will  be  awarded  the 
funds  for  their  project. 

Harrison  County  will  have  $370,000  to  allo¬ 
cate  for  farm  projects.  The  funds  will  be 
awarded  at  $3,000  per  farm  number.  In  other 
words  two  producers  cannot  use  the  same 
farm  number. 

Producers  should  be  prepared  to  fill  out 
an  application  in  late  July  or  early  August. 
We  will  notify  by  newspaper  and  letter  to  all 
who  are  on  our  Ag  mailing  list.

Enrollment  for  2016  Dairy  Margin 
Protection  Program  now  open 


Agriculture  Deputy  Secretary 
Krysta  Harden  has  announced  that 
as  of  July  1,  2015,  dairy  farmers 
can  enroll  in  the  U.S.  Department 
of  Agriculture’s  (USDA)  Margin 
Protection  Program  for  coverage 
in  2016.  The  voluntary  program, 
established  by  the  2014  Farm  Bill, 
provides  financial  assistance  to 
participating  dairy  operations 
when  the  margin  -  the  difference 
between  the  price  of  milk  and 
feed  costs  -  falls  below  the  cover¬ 
age  level  selected  by  the  farmer. 

The  Margin  Protection  Program 
gives  participating  dairy  produc¬ 
ers  the  flexibility  to  select  cover¬ 
age  levels  best  suited  for  their 
operation.  Enrollment  began  July 
1  and  will  end  on  Sept.  30,  2015, 
for  coverage  in  2016.  Participating 
farmers  will  remain  in  the  pro¬ 
gram  through  2018  and  pay  a  $100 
administrative  fee  each  year. 

Producers  also  have  the  option 
of  selecting  a  different  coverage 
level  during  open  enrollment  each 


year.  Margin  Protection  Program 
payments  are  based  on  an  opera¬ 
tion’s  historical  production.  An 
operation’s  historical  production 
will  increase  by  2.61  percent  in 
2016  if  the  operation  participated 
in  2015,  providing  a  stronger  safe¬ 
ty  net. 

USDA  also  has  an  online 
resource  available  to  help  dairy 
producers  decide  which  level  of 
coverage  will  provide  them  with 
the  strongest  safety  net  under 
a  variety  of  conditions.  The 
enhanced  Web  tool,  available 
at  www.fsa.usda.gov/mpptool, 
allows  dairy  farmers  to  quickly 
and  easily  combine  their  unique 
operation  data  and  other  key  vari¬ 
ables  to  calculate  their  coverage 
needs  based  on  price  projections. 
Producers  can  also  review  histori¬ 
cal  data  or  estimate  future  cover¬ 
age  based  on  data  projections.  The 
secure  site  can  be  accessed  via 
computer,  mobile  phone,  or  tablet, 
24  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week. 


Dairy  operations  enrolling  in 
the  program  must  meet  conser¬ 
vation  compliance  provisions. 
Producers  participating  in  the 
Livestock  Gross  Margin  insur¬ 
ance  program  may  register  for 
the  Margin  Protection  Program, 
but  this  new  margin  program  will 
only  begin  once  their  Livestock 
dairy  insurance  coverage  has 
ended.  Producers  must  also  sub¬ 
mit  form  CCC-782  for  2016,  con¬ 
firming  their  Margin  Protection 
Program  coverage  level  selection, 
to  the  local  Farm  Service  Agency 
(FSA)  office.  If  electing  higher 
coverage  for  2016,  dairy  producers 
can  either  pay  the  premium  in  full 
at  the  time  of  enrollment  or  pay 
a  minimum  of  25  percent  of  the 
premium  by  Feb.  1,  2016.

“I  was  proud  to  represent  Cynthiana  on  a 
national  level.”  said  McCauley.

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Sometimes  tragedies  are  actually  mercies 


Over  the  years  I’ve  heard  hun¬ 
dreds  of  stories  from  people  about 
how  they  came  to  faith  in  Christ, 
or  how  God  delivered  them  from 
something  that  had  them  bound 
or  how  they  were  drawn  closer 
to  God  because  of  a  certain  situ¬ 
ation. 

More  often  than  not,  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  that  precede  the 
turning  point  or  the  epiphany 
or  the  moment  of  surrender  or 
rescue  are  dire,  tragic,  painful. 
Sometimes  the  painful  situation 
is  what  God  uses  to  bring  a  person 
from  no  faith  to  new  faith  or  run¬ 
ning  from  God  to  running  to  him. 

Sometimes  a  longtime  believer 
is  drawn  closer  because  of  tragedy 
and  pain,  not  despite  it.  And  when 
that  happens,  more  often  than  not 
the  person  will  say,  “That  time  was 
terrible,  awful,  horrible.  But  I’m 
so  thankful  for  it  now.” 

How  does  that  even  make  sense? 

In  2012,  blogger  Kate  Battistelli 
wrote  about  a  devastating  miscar¬ 
riage  she’d  had  that  nearly  killed 
her  and  left  her  unable  to  have  any 
more  children. 

She  had  one  child  and  wanted  at 
least  four  more.  She  wrote  about 
her  bitter  fury  at  God,  how  dare 
he  mess  up  her  plans  and  dash  her 
dreams! 

I  don’t  know  how  old  her  daugh¬ 
ter  is  now  or  the  circumstances, 
but  Battistelli  wrote  that  upon 
looking  back  she  now  sees  that 
her  daughter  needed  to  be  an  only 
child;  she  needed  both  of  her  par¬ 
ents’  full  attention. 

God  knew  that,  and  it  was  his 
mercy  that  prevented  Battistelli 
from  her  dream  of  a  houseful  of 
kids,  and  for  that,  she  is  grateful. 

She  wrote,  “Here’s  what  I’ve 
learned  about  mercy:  Mercy  has 
a  bigger  purpose  than  our  hap-

piness.  Mercy  has  a  plan.  Mercy 
makes  itself  plain  in  time.  Mercy 
is  misunderstood.” 

When  God  is  pouring  out  his 
severe  mercy,  we  think  it’s  not 
mercy  at  all,  but  cruelty.  We  rage 
and  yell,  scream  and  cry,  beg 
him  to  heal  our  pain,  deliver  us 
from  our  discomfort,  give  us  our 
dreams.  We  accuse  him  of  being 
unkind  and  uncaring. 

“When  trials  come  that  devas¬ 
tate,  we  can’t  see  the  mercy,  only 
the  devastation,”  Battistelli  wrote. 
“We  can’t  see  God  in  it,  but  I  prom¬ 
ise  you,  he  is  there  and  he  feels 
everything  we  feel  and  sees  every 
single  tear. 

His  mercy  is  real  and  no  matter 
what  we  go  through,  eventually  we 
will  see  his  hand.” 

I’ve  always  thought  of  God’s 
mercy  in  other  ways,  as  in  not  get¬ 
ting  what  I  deserve.  One  of  the  best 
illustrations  is  in  the  book/play/ 
movie  “Les  Miserables.”  French 
prisoner  Jean  Valjean  breaks  his 
parole  by  stealing  silver  from  a 
bishop  who  has  kindly  given  him 
shelter. 

After  running  off,  Valjean  is 
caught  and  brought  back  to  the 
bishop’s  house  only  to  have  the 
bishop  lie  and  tell  the  police  that 
he  gave  the  silver  to  Valjean.  He 
tells  Valjean,  “But  you  forgot  to 
take  the  candlesticks.” 


Valjean  is  so  moved  by  the 
bishop’s  mercy  that  he  goes  on 
to  live  a  transformed  life.  True 
mercy  changes  a  person.  It’s  God’s 
kindness  that  leads  to  repentance, 
writes  the  Apostle  Paul  (Romans 
2:4). 

We  understand  merciful  acts 
of  kindness.  We  plead  for  that 
kind  of  mercy,  and  we  love  when 
we  receive  it.  In  church  we  pray, 
“Kyrie  eleison;  Christe  eleison,” 
Greek  for  “Lord,  have  mercy; 
Christ  have  mercy.” 

We  want  the  mercy  of  God  that 
gives  us  candlesticks  after  we’ve 
stolen  silver,  but  not  the  mercy 
that  causes  us  to  sob  into  our  pil¬ 
lows  at  night,  not  the  mercy  that 
breaks  our  hearts. 

However,  if  that’s  the  mercy  that 
God  in  his  infinite  wisdom  deems 
necessary  for  our  ultimate  good 
(and  not  our  immediate  happi¬ 
ness),  then  that,  too,  is  his  kind¬ 
ness  to  us. 

Sometimes  God  allows  what 
he  can  prevent,  Battistelli  wrote. 
“But  when  the  dust  settles  and 
the  fog  lifts  and  the  years  pass,  it’s 
easy  to  see  it  is  indeed  mercy.  Just 
not  wrapped  in  shiny  paper,  tied 
up  with  a  bow.” 

His  ways  are  not  our  ways.  He 
knows  the  beginning  and  the  end. 
He  loves  us,  he  truly  does,  even  if 
it  may  not  look  like  it  or  feel  like 
it. 

He  is  merciful,  and  his  mercy  is 
always  for  our  highest  good. 

Sometimes  that’s  all  we  have  to 
hold  on  to,  and  that’s  enough.

Remember  those  killed 
in  South  Carolina

I  have  a  copy  of  Chuck 
Coleson’s  1992  book,  The 
Body:  Being  Light  In 
Darkness. 

Sometimes  I  take  it 
from  the  shelf,  read  and 
reflect  on  the  stories  pre¬ 
sented. 

They  express  transfor¬ 
mation. 

One  person  surren¬ 
ders  life  to  bring  God’s 
redemptive  expression  to 
others. 

Coleson  writes  of 
excruciating  sacrifice. 
No  denomination  domi¬ 
nates  the  narrative. 
Pastors,  priests  and  rab¬ 
bis  minister  to  individu¬ 
als  and  groups  inside  and 
outside  their  traditions. 
The  transcending  sto¬ 
ries  bear  witness  of  the 
power  of  God. 

The  June  17,  2015,  story 
from  Charleston,  South 
Carolina,  differed  from 
the  stories  in  Coleson’s 
book. 

Six  ordinary  women, 
two  ordinary  men  and 
their  pastor  were  killed. 

They  met  with  oth¬ 
ers  for  their  weekly 
Wednesday  night  prayer 
meeting.  They  endured 
racial  insults  and  bru¬ 
tal  death  in  their  home 


church,  in  a  time  of 
peace  in  America,  in  the 
21st  century. 

The  similarity  with 
those  disclosed  in  The 
Body? 

The  brutality  of  their 
experience,  the  deep  sor¬ 
row  of  their  passing. 

I  grieve  with  the  fami¬ 
lies  of  the  Emmanuel 
African  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  at  the 
passing  of  their  pastor 
and  their  loved  ones. 

On  June  22,  2015,  South 
Carolina  Gov.  Nickki 
Haley  spoke  of  honoring 
“...  the  nine  blessed  souls 
who  are  now  in  Heaven.” 
May  we,  too,  honor  their 
lives  and  remember  their 
passing,  these  heroes  of 
the  faith. 

Scripture  records  that 
a  cry  goes  out  from  the 
martyred:  “How  long, 
Lord,  how  long?”  (Rev. 
6:10). 

May  we  join  their  cry. 
We  bear  witness  to  their 
distress.  It  is  ours. 

May  their  passing  not 
be  in  vain. 

They,  too,  have  entered 
the  narrative  of  The  Body 
they,  too,  are  “Lights  in 
the  Darkness”  in  our  gen¬ 
eration.
